Going Too Far Too Fast 


President Bush has supplanted a defen- 
sive δι in the Gulf with what sounds 
like a unilateral declaration of offense, 


Pleading 2 need to provide an “adequate 
offensive military option” against Iraq. Mr. 
Bush has ordered 150,000 additional U.S. 
troops to Saudi Arabia. And now the Penta- 
gon has decided not to rotate the troops 
already there until the crisis ends. 

All told, the buildup would double the 
combat units already deployed — and in- 
crease the risks of a war the president 
insists he does not seek. So fundamental a 
change in American strategy cries out for 
something more than a cursory announce- 

+, Ment to startled reporters. 

At home and abroad, Mr. Bush has won 
impressive support for a callective policy of 
threatening the economic strangulation of 
Iraq. Now. patience frayed, he has suddenly 
doubled the military stakes. Why the 
abrupt shift? Why move so fast before exist- 
ing measures have had time to work? And 
why move so far without first winning con- 
gressional 58] — and the moral and 
legal heft of a United Nations resolution 
authorizing the use of force? 

Mr. Bush's best argument is that the 
alliance needs to convince Saddam Hussein 
that he has πὸ choice but to submit to UN 
demands for an unconditional pullout from 
Kuwait. {1 makes tactical sense to persuade 
Iraq that the allies are not bluffing. But 
Saddam Hussein can read the world press, 
Mr. Bush's announcement seems meant to 
sound tough abroad. but at home his aides 
are quick to assure Americans that there is 
litte chance U.S. forces will go to war. 

Mr. Bush’s new threat. would be more 
credible if it grew out of open debate in 


America and formal UN support that seems 
within diplomatic reach. Secretary of State 
James Baker appears to have succeeded in 
his present mission to persuade the coalition 
partaers to press harder on Baghdad. He has 
been less successful in persuading them to 
send more forces to serve in Sandi Arabia. 

The gravest danger is that the buildup will 
create utesistible pressure for war. The new 
forces will be in place by January. They will 
require the mobilization of yet Miore reserves. 
Once these vast forces are deployed. it will be 
hard for Mr. Bush to remove any troops 
before achieving his objectives without ap- 
pearing weak-kneed. The disruption of 
American lives and the economy can only 
add to ihe pressure to get things over with. 

War with Iraq would be costly. with 
Americans bearing the heaviest casualties. 
The political risk of an Americanized war is 
that the Arab world would not soon forgive 
or forget destruction inflicted on fellow 
Arabs. Even in defeat, Saddam Hussein 
could enjoy a victory, as Arabs in the streets 
prociaim him a martyred Saladin. 

As Americans learned in Viernam and 
the Russians learned in Afghanistan, the 
consequences of a foreign war are only 
conjectural until whe shooting starts. Ii 
should be the goal of diplomacy to use the 
threat of war to prevent war. not basten it. 

If this is Mr. Bush's purpose, he needs the 
understanding and support of the Ameri- 
can public. His purpose is surely justifiable: 
Saddam Hussein's aggression cannot be al- 
lowed to stand. But when Mr. Bush dictates 
a new offensive policy with barely a nod to 
Congress or the public, he shows more 
imperial impatience than unified strength.

The Abortion Factor 


For 17 years, opponents of the Supreme 
Court's ruling on abortion in the Roe v. 
Wade case have been active in political 
campaigns in an effort to test the muling's 
limits and promote the appoinunent of 
sore conservative judges. Abortion-rights 
forces entered the fray in large numbers 
more recently, especially after the Supreme 
Court opened the door to greater state regu- 
lation of abortion. {n the elections just 
completed, abortion was a major issue in 
more contests, state and federal, than ever 
before. Both sides promoted candidates, 
committed volunteers and spent a lot of 
imoney. Did either side win decisively? No. 
The results varied arcund the country. 

In states where the issue was an important 
factor. abortion-rights candidates wan gov- 
emorships in Florida, Texas, Rhode Istand. 
Georgia, Minnesota and New Mexico. and 
their opponents won in Michigan. Ohio, Kan- 
sas. lowa and Pennsylvania. In California 
‘both candidates favored abortion rights. bui 
the winner replaced an abortion opponent 

The action is in the states now, so these 
victories are important. In Michigan. for 
example, Governor James Blanchard had 
vetoed restrictive legislation. which his suc- 
cessor will be much more likely to sign. 
Conversely, Goveraor Bob Marunez. who 
fost his Flonda office. had been a strong 


opponent of abortion. The governor-elect. 
Lawton Chiles, would veto just the kind of 
legistutive proposals Mr. Martinez was push- 
ing. The issue is less volatile a1 the moment 
on the federal level. Although abortion- 
sights forces picked up two seats in the 
Senate and eight in the House, they still do 
not have veto-proof strength to counter the 
abortion opponent in the White House. 

The courts will continue to grapple with 
the constitutional aspects of abortion. The 
reversal of Roe ν, Wade. of course, would 
place the issue squarely in the hands of 
elected legislators. But even under present 
circumstances. there is enough room for state 
action to keep a variety of abortion decisions 
before the voters. While a few years ago. 
advocates on both sides were intransigent —~ 
absolutely no abyrtions versus absolutely no 
restrictions — the political process has 
forced some compromises, These are most 
ukely τὸ come in the areas of rape and incest 
cases, late-lerm abortions, parental nouifica- 
ion and public funding All this can be 
useful and constructive. but it will be a 
terrible reversion to ἃ time of injustice if the 
pressures to deny women the right to choose. 
and to deny tunisdictions the night to spend 
their ta4 monies to fund aboruon for poor 
women, are allowed to succeed.

On some environmental issues, 
however, the Community is now pass- 
ing the United States. The EC timeta- 
ble for phasing out products that dam- 
age the ozone layer is more advanced 
than the U.S, schedule, the Communi- 
ty is adopting a more cautious posi- 
tion on allowing biotechnology ex- 
periments that could harm the 
environment. and on Nov. 7 the Unit- 
ed States refused, at a Geneva conter- 
ence on global warming, to commit 
itself to an EC-backed international 
agreement to cut carbon dioxide 
emissions by a specific percentage. 

Some major U.S. accomplishments 
have been made in 1990, however. 
After more than a decade of rancor- 
ous debate, Congress approved a ma- 
jor revision of the Clean Air Act, result 
ing in what Rep. John Dingell (D.~

Mich.) calls the "most complex, 
comprehensive and tar-reaching en- 
vironmental law" in existence. And, 
President George Bush announced 
that large sections of the country's 
Pacific and Guli coastlines would be 
forbidden to oil developers at least 
until the year 2000. 

The rapid pace of developments 
during the year contrasted sharply 
with the record of the 1980s, which 
environmental activists claim was 
meager because of the opposition of _ 
the Reagan administration to a major 
government role in fighting pollution. 
Such phenomena as the Exxon Val- 
dez oil spill, signs of global warming 
and errant garbage barges seem to 
have produced a new public mood in 
the past year — fittle tolerance for 
further assaults on nature. 

But does all this mean the 
United States is reaching a consensus 
on how to protect the environment? 
Not really. The events of 1990 — such 
as the 20th anniversary of the first 
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Earth Day — are only heightening the 
debate over how drastic the country's 
environmental problems are and how 
they must be solved. 

Take the struggle over California's 
hotly debated “Big Green" initiative, a 
broad antipoliution program that 
failed by a wide margin in a Nov. 6 
vote. Of its provisions to reduce the 
use of pesticides, the measure’s sup- 
Porters stated: ‘Chemicals that are 
known to cause cancer should be 
eliminated from the food supply. We 
should not, and need not, accept the 
inevitability of carcinogens in food.” 
Bob L. Vice, president of the Califor- 
nia Farm Bureau Federation, replied 
that the “risk of cancer from ingesting 
[pesticide] residues on fruits and veg- 
etables is greatly outweighed by the 
benefits [reduced risk of cancer and 
other chronic diseases] of regular 
consumption of these foods." indus- 
trial producers of pesticides spent mil- 
lions of dollars to combat Big Green 
~ and apparently their strategy was 
effective. 

Even though the initiative failed, it 
may nevertheless set off a rash of 
similar referenda nationwide, as did 
California's anti-tax Proposition 18 in 
the late 1970s. Individual states are 
already acting on their own to tough- 

en environmental laws. Maine banned 
the sale of paim-sized juice boxes in 
September because the combination 
of paper, plastic and foil is hard to 
recycle. Other states, burdened by 
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Celebrations in New York City marking Earthy Ἢ Day 1990, 
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solid waste, are considering restric- 
tions on all beverage containers. 

The Clean Air Act covers a broad 
range of air pollution problems. As 
approved by Congress, the act will, 
among other things: 

© phase in tighter restrictions on ve- 
hicle exhaust, beginning in 1994; 

@require oil companies to 561! 
cleaner-burning gasofine in designat- 
ed regions starting in 1995; 

© mandate that gasoline stations in 
smoggy areas install caps on pumps 
to prevent furnes from escaping; 

Φ reduce the emissions of sulfur di- 
oxide and nitrogen oxide, the noxious 
components in acid rain, from power 
plants by the year 2000; 

® require factories that emit cancer-~ 
causing substances to almost elimi- 
nate the output of close to 200 chemi- 
cals within 10 years; 

eeliminate the production of 
chlorofluorocarbons and other chem- 
icals that damage the ozone layer sur- 
rounding the Earth.

activities for existing anti-pollution 
regulations, The EPA's budget for 
such activity is four times what it was 
in the mid-1980s. Criminal fines for 
violations of environmental! laws, 
which are imposed by the Justice De-_ 
partment, increased 80 percent in 
1989, compared with the year before. 

But EPA officials admit that chasing 
poliutors is only a smail part of the 
battle. “Until now, our nation's laws. 
and regulations have concentrated al- 
most exclusively on waste treatment 
and waste cleanup,” says Wiliam 
Reilly, EPA administrator. “As vital as 
these efforts are, they can achieve 
only a fimited amount of environmen- 
tal protection.” 

Many of the provisions of the Clean 
Air Act are, in fact, aimed at stopping 
or reducing the production of pollut- 
ing substances, and some innovative 
approaches are to be tried. Coal 
burning power plants are to be given 
the option of receiving “pollution 
credits” of up to $500 for each ton of 
polluting substances that is etiminat- 
ed under the legal limit. The credits 
can be used by the plant for technol 
ogy to cut harmful emissions or sold 
to other utilities. 

Joe! Hirschhom, an environmental 
specialist formerly on the staff of the 
U.S. Congress's Office of Technology 
Assessment, says that poflution pre- 
vention requires that both corpora- 
tions and individuals make significant 
changes in their habits. 

He points out that the United States 
is currently the world feader in the 
Production of hazardous waste, as 
measured on 8 per capita basis. The 
extremely low rate of hazardous waste 
generation in such European coun- 
tries as the Netherlands and Switzer- 
Jand shows that environmentally safe 
industries can coexist with a high 
standard of living, he says.

Committee, says rapid global poputa- 
tion growth makes the link imperative. 
Poverty is often a cause and a result of 
environmental degradation because 
the poor are forced to farm marginal 
lands, to cut forests for fuel, to exploit 
nature in order to survive.

Unesco in Pans man- 
ages programs to protect more than 
300 World Heritage sites and nearly

Among other groups with environ- 
ment-oriented projects, the {nterna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce sup- 
Ports various ecological endeavors 
and the World Bank has helped coun- 
tres set environmental strategies and 
in 1990 made environment-oriented 
Joans to Brazil, the lvory Coast, Mada- 
gascar and Polend. The International 
Institute tor Environment and Devel- 
opment in London researches land 
use, sustainable agriculture, environ- 
mental economics and Climatic 
change, while Oxfam of Oxford, En- 
gland organizes such diverse efforts 
85 regreening in Indonesia, water har- 
vesting in Burkina Faso and develop- 
ment initiatives in the Amazon region. 

Environmental issues in the devel- 
oping worid aré often interwoven with 
potitics. Agencies find that land re- 
form. democratization, community 
empowerment and greater justice for 
women are essential parts of ecofogi- 
cal improvements. At the same time, 
the environment in developing coun- 
tries is affected by the practices of 
multinational companies and the im- 
balances of the intemational econom- 
ic order. 

The Greens Party in Germany is 
among the European organizations 
concerned with the environmental im- 
pact of business and aid on the devel- 
oping world. 

The World Wide Fund for Nature 
(formerly World Wildwife Fund) has 
made businesses environmental part- 
ners through debt-nature swaps. With 
their help, WWF has purchased some 
of the debt of Costa Rica, Ecuador, 
the Philippines, Madagascar and 
Zambia, which have agreed to apply 
the equivalent in their currencies to 
local conservation. 

The Intemational Union for Conser- 
vation of Nature and Natural Re- 
sources (IYCN), based in Switzer- 
land, works closely with WWF, the UN, 
the World Bank and others. IUCN D+ 
rector General Martin Holgate says 
that “any country that does not con- 
serve the ‘natural capital’ of its soils, 
waters, airs and biological productivi- 
ty has no future."
